officer,

been appealed to lor aid in the case 
and asked to furnish certificates of 
birth, but has been compelled to refuse 
the request as the necessary proofs of 
the birth of the children in Fort Wayne 
to legalize the step are lacking.. The 
father of the Turkish children is Asber 
Tweel, who Is now a resident of Hunt- 
ington, .W. Va., and who addressed a 
letter direct to Dr. VanBuskirk. The 
parents of the Italian children are un- 
known, as an Italian residing here ap- 
peared at Dr. VanBuskirk's office with 
a letter which he took away with him 
.when he found that the. birth certifi- 
cate could not be obtained. The Ital- 
ian bearing the letter stated to Dr. 
VanBuskirk that 
he .had 
baptism 


certificates to show that the Italian 
children were baptised in the Cathe- 
dral, but this was not sufficient evi- 
dence to secure the certificates. The 
reason for the children being detained 
in their respective countries for lack 
of birth certificates is unknown, as the 
parents failed to furnish information 
regarding this. Dr. YanBuskirk stated 
to Tho Sentinel that they would in all 
probability be finally permitted to're- 
turn after their parents had gone 
through a red tape process 
which

into the rear of a Huffman street car j 
at the I,ake Erie ar.d Western railroad 1 
crossing, and the second at 8:10 o'clock 
when a Mfiln street car fatally injured 
a man who walked directly In front 
of It between Harrison- street and 
Maiden lane.

J01IX YV11.KISOX, 49. employed as 


a cistern cleaner: (lied at St. Joseph's 
hospital from his injuries. 


The injured: 
Mrs. 
Mary Cleary, 536 West Main 


street; back sprained. 


Dan J. O'Neill, Lake Erie and West- 


ern engineer; severely bruised. 


Tony Vernon. vaudeville performer, 


St. Mary's avenue: ankle sprained; 
ligaments in right arm torn. 


Udncy Huff, street car conductor; 


Ions gash cut in scalp. 


The injured were all hourt in the 


first accident, hut none of them are In 
serious condition. 


Blame on Interurban. 


Blame for the first accident is placed 


by thoso who saw the mishap upon 
the'interurban, either to an oversight 
upon the part of the motorman or to 
ths failure of the brakes to work 
properly, lloth cars were northbound 
on Wei's street, the Interurban collqw- 
Ing the city car closely. In charge of 
the interurban car were Conductor W. 
C. Rowland and 
Motorman R. "Si. 


Evans. 
The city car had made the 


stop for the Lake Erie railroad cross- 
ing and the interurban crashed into It 
heavily. 
Both cars were filled with 


passengers and there was much alarm 
for a moment, but cool judgment came 
to the rescue and instant attention was 
given the. injured. 
Engineer O'Neill 


was just In the act of stepping oft the 
city- car when the crash came and he 
was hulerl violently to the pavement. 
The injured were quickly cared for by 
physicians in the vicinity and were 
removed at once to their homes. The 
interurban car was able- to proceed 
upon its trip after, the conductor and 
motorman had assisted in earing for 
the injured and hart give ntheir state- 
ments of the accident. 


Walked in Front of Car. 


Wilkison, who was struck by the car 


on West Main street, lived an hour 
after he had been removed to St. Jo- 
seph's hospital. More than a. score-of 
witnesses who saw the accident agree 
that .the man-walked directly in front 
of- the • oncoming car, utterly failing 
to pay' any attention to persons who 


... called .out a warning to him. The man 


had started across Main street from 
the north about midway between Har- 
rison street arid Maiden lane and he 
lurched against a westbound car in 
charge of Motorman -F. Baker and 
Conductor H.. Mitchell. The car was 
quickly stopped and the men called to 
Wilkison, who then stepped around 
the rear -of the ' car and ' directly in 
front of an eastbound car in charge of 
Motorman Winkelman and Conductor 
Graham, though the' gong ot the latter 
c,ar is said to have, been clanging £u-- 
riously. The injured "man was picked 
up and carried to the sidewalk ;in front 
of the Spice plumbing shop and was 
later removed to the, nospital In the 
city ambulance.. Dr. W. W. Barnett, 
who attended him at 
the hospital, 


found that the man's, skull had been 
fractured and his-right arm frightfully 
mangled. He died without having re- 
gained consciousness. 


Wilkison's body was removed to the

police have been bending every effort 
to locate friends; Wilkison is thought 
to have-come to Fort Wayne frbm 
some point in Ohio,, and had been llv:

PUBLIC PART IN PLAYGROUNDS. 


The city has been asked to make provision from 


municipal funds for the expense of equipping and 
maintaining the public playgrounds. It is understood 
that an effort will be made to find means to do this. 
Certainly it ought to be done. Thepublic playgrounds 
are in every essential respect public institutions and 
ought to have public support. They serve a vital need 
of the community and it is asking too much that the 
acquisition, 
equipment and 
maintenance of 
these 


pleasure places for the little folks be made to depend 
wholly upon private benefaction. It has been enough 
that three such places have been provided, in this way 
and the time has come when the municipal government 
should display a proper interest in the movement. 
These playgrounds will prove as profitable an invest- 
ment as the people can make and there should be no 
hesitancy in giving them a true public character and 
standing by the participation of the municipality in 
making necessary provision for them. Other sections 
of the city not yet equipped with public playgrounds 
ought at no distant day be supplied and the city ought 
to do it. No heavy expenditure is necessary at the 
outset, but it will be a great step to procure sites and 
furnish them with some of the equipment with which 
the primary needs of such a place can be met. It is 
probable that private benefaction will yet demand its 
opportunity to further this excellent work, but sole de- 
pendence upon that should cease and public generosity 
and' responsibility begin.

Congress swelters and quarrels and makes but poor 


headway with such trifles as reciprocity tariffs, wool 
schedules, trust regulations and the heaving of Lori- 
mer, while the young men and maidens with their 
hardwon sheepskins clutched in strong and willing 
hands settle the eternal questions from a thousand 
platforms.

'devised by the accounting board an ordinary intelli- 
gence untrained in the keeping of accounts ii equal to 
the task of making the record of public receipts and 
expenditures clear and satisfactory.- It is an excellent 
law for which the people have mainly to thank Gov- 
ernor Marshall.

Every now and then somo' medical writer or speaker 


who desires a little free publicity makes the sensational 
statement that the world is going crazy and even fixes 
a date, not so far in the future, when society will be in 
a state o£ intellectual chaos. Other physicians, a trifle 
more conservative, content themselves with assertions 
regarding what they term the annormal strain of mod- 
ern life and declare that the inevitable result will be a 
large increase in cases of insanity. Rarely does anyone 
arise to refute these unscientific hypotheses, so calcu- 
lated to disturb the minds of laymen. Many persons 
accept them at their face value, and become convinced 
that the world is growing insane owing to the fact that 
modern civilization is? exceeding the speed limit. Good- 
win Brown, a New York lawyer and commissioner of 
lunacy and a member of the commission, recently ap- 
pointed by Governor Dix to investigate the Matteawan 
Hospital for the Insane, expresses some views on this 
subject which deserve wide circulation in order that they 
may serve as an antidote to the pernicious opinions men- i i 
tioned. 
!' 


Mr. Brown does not believe that insanity is increas- 


ing; on the contrary, he thinks it is decreasing, and this 
on account of the lessening strain of modern existence. 
In the first place, it is only within the last couple of I 
decades that any reliable satistics on the subject have 
been available. Before that period, in New York and ' 
many other states, nothing like complete lists of insane 
persons were kept. 
Asylums for the mentally unsound 


are much more numerous than formerly and the aver- 
age number of patients in each is larger, but Mr. Brown 
declares that this only shows that society is more solicit- 
ous for the welfare of this class of unfortunates. In the 
past the term insane was usually restricted to persons 
who were violent and required to be kept under restraint' 
Those suffering from a harmless form of insanity were 
not sent to institutions, as now, in the hope of effecting 
a cure. Since figures afford no satisfactory basis for a 
decision of the question, Mr. Brown looks elsewhere for 
reasons to support his contention that insanity is de- 
creasing. For instance he finds that the general health 
of the people is getting better all the time. More out- 
door exercise is taken, holidays are more frequent and 
the fresli air treatment is being followed by a multitude 
of persons with most beneficial results. 
Furthermore, 


in his opinion we live more leisurely lives than our an- 
cestors. 
In almost all departments of industry hours 


are shorter than in the old days. "When we talk aboui 
the strenuousness of modern life we mean that we shoot 
up to the top of forty-story buildings in express ele- 
vators, whereas our fathers had to climb to the top of 
four-story builings without any elevator at all."

A PRINCESS SEEKS A FORTUNE. 


King Leopold of Belgium Took Care to 


Leave His Daughters Nothing. 


(European Letter to New York Sun.) 


Princess Louise o£ Belgium, former- 


ly Duchess of Coburg, is plaintiff in a 
lawsuit now proceeding in Brussels. 
She is the eldest 'daughter of the late 
King Leopold II, and is "suing the Bel- 
gian government for her father's for- 
tune, which the government holds. 


Belgian law prevents a parent alien- 


ating mure than a certain proportion 
of his fortune from his family. 
The 


princess asserts that her father broke 


this law by bequeathing immense sums 
to fictitious societies,ytvith the sole and 
openly expressed intention of disin- 
heriting his1 daughters. 


Leopold's only son died in 1S69, at 


tbe age of ten. From that moment he 
hated his three little daughters, it is 
declared. Before he died he sold every- 
thing in his palaces, from his parents' 
portraits to Ms servants' liveries, and 
almost with his last breath ordered 
Baron Gofflne.t to maKe a tour of the 
kitchens and stables and to" search 
every cupboard, so that "they" (his 
daughters) should find nothing. 


In order to disinherit his children 


Leopold formed foundations and socie- 


ties to which he left immense sums. 
One of these, the Foundation of Nie- 
derfulbach, is aimed at in Princess 
Louise's present suit. 


Niederfulbach is a small 
town in 


Coburg which Leopold II' never visited 
himself, but which may have appealed 
to him on account of the fact that his 
father, Leopold I, lived there with the 
actress, Carlone Bauser. Niederfulbacn 
refused the legacy and offered it to the 
present King Albert:. He in his anxiety 
to disassociate himself as far as pos- 
sible from the unsavory transactions 
of his predecessor, also refused 
it. 


The legacy was then handed over to 
the government, which claims it as be- 


ing drawn from the Congo, a' Belgian . 
national' possession. Trie government' 
is in actual possession of the money, 
which is lacked up in the".. national, 
bank.

•will have the hearty co-operation of 
the citizens of the city in his crusade 
goes without saying. 
He Is heading 


the campaign for a general cleaning up 
in order that Huntington may become 
a city which from a sanitary stand- 
point will be classed as second to 
none in the entire state. 


Investigations have been going on 


quietly for some time and It is prob- 
able that charges will be filed against 
other restaurant men of the city as 
•well as 
of other violators of 
the 


health ordinances. 
Without the most 


scrupulous care a restaurant will soon 
become Insanitary. "When restaurant 
proprietors allow their establishments 
to become unclean the health of pa- 
trons Is endangered. Therefore'we are 
compelled to adopt stringent meas- 
ures In "dealing with violators of the 
health ordinances." This Is the state- 
ment of a health official. 


The crusade will not be dropped un 


til as far as can be learned by th 
health officials that everything ha 
teen cleaned up and all violators ar 
brought to justice. 
Many resident 


do not violate tho health ordinance in 
tentlonally but do so merely for th 
reason that they are not Informed a 
to the proper methods to be used i 
disposal of garbage 'and in keepln 
vaults In a sanitary condition. 
Dur- 


ing the hot weather, especially It is 
necessary 
that more care be taken 


than at any other time of the year.

tpoil your romance, but I am not the 
queen of a horse thlet band," said a

She Is Mrs. Rosa Berry, who has 
Just been convicted on a charge ot 
stealing two horses. 


If Mrs. Berry had not been an artist 


she would not be In jail. With the aid 
of paint she tried to chance the ap- 
pearance of a stolen steed and that 
led to her detection acd arrest. But 
If she Is an artist sue Has more of 
philosophy than usually accompanies 
the artistic temperament, for here in 
jail she says: 


"I do not dread the punishment. I 


am guilty and must pay the penalty. 
But I feel awfully bad to think that 
would stoop to such a crime." 


Sheriff Tony George Is willing to give 


Mrs. Berry all the credit to which she 
is entitled and believes she will thfcn 
owe the state more thnn two horses' 
worth.

Mrs. Berry came to Marlon and hired

Painted Horso Her Undoing.

exact likeness of the Marlon horse,

Her brother. 


•Charles -Berry, In the meantime fell 
into Sheriff George's grasp and is he- 
In? held as a paroled prisoner 
from 


the state prison at Michigan City. 


"I know they have had a great deal 


to say about me," said Mrs. Berry, "but 
this Is the first crime I ever committed. 
I have not been mixed up with any 
horse-stealing gang. I took the horse 
at Marion and sold it because I needed 
the money to pay debts, and I took the 
D:\yton horse because I needed an ani- 
miil to work on my farm and did not 
1-avc the money to buy one. That is al 
there is to it. I never stole any horse 
' anywhere else, and if I had not been 
30 desperate for money I would not 
have stolen these." 


She Is an Artist. 


Mrs. Berry says she is forty-eight 


years old. "My father and mother 
wore artists." she said, "and lived in the 
little town of West Decora, la., where 
I was born. From there we moved to 
•\Vaveiand, Mich. 
Later my parents 


t/ent to Ohio and we lived in different 
parts of that state. I took naturally 
:o painting and drawing, and before I 
was eighteen years old I won a num- 
ber of prir.es at the Ohio state 
fair, 


held at Columbus. 
I was graduated 


with honors at the Delaware Femalu 
Academy of Painting and I made u 
good deal of money with my brush. I 
married William Berry, who wag also 
an artist, and we lived together for a 
numb.er of years and were happy. 


"My brother got into trouble over 


some horses and cattle and was sent to 
the penitentiary, and was 
out on 


parole when Tony George arrested him 
for horse stealing. 
It took about all 


the money I had to try to save, him, 
arid with what I had left I bought"a 
little farm near Vistula, not far from 
Goshen. I was In debt. I had a lot 
of paintings ready for the market, but 
I could not get any money. 
Even 


those who had ordered my work did 
not pay for it, and I simply got des- 
perate. 


Needed a Horse for Her Farm. 
"I needed a horse to work the farm 


and I had no money to get one. Some 
of the notes I had given on my farm 
-were about due and I had no money to 
meet them. So I came down to Marlon 
and got that horse. Of course I knew 
the detectives were after that horse—1 
could tell them when I passed them on 
the road. I could tell who they were. 
They had the mark on 
them, you 


know," and Mrs. Berry chuckled. 


"It is said that you used your artistic 


skill to paint the horses you stole so 
they could not be identified." 


"Well, that's not just right. The Day 


ton horso did have one white foot and 
I painted that out. and that's what got 
me caught. It is most remarkable that 
when I painted that horse he became 
an exact picture nf the horse I took 
from Marion, and it was the Marlon 
horse that the detectives thought they 
had found, when, in fact, they 
had 


captured the Dayton horse. 
Both 


horses had a whit? streak in their fore- 
heads, and I drove into Columbia City 
to get some paint to cover up the white 
In "the face nf tho Payton horso. and 
thnt's where I was arrested." 


"Then you no not belong to any gang 


of horse thieves, of which you are the 
reputed queen?" 


Needed the Money, That Was All.
